Teach Child Respect 
For Others’ Rights

HILE walking in the park the 
other day, I happened upon a 

little scene that made me pause. 
An eight-year-old boy was playing 
near a bench where a Kttle girl. 
about two, was 
quietly sitting 
on her nurse’s 
lap. 

Suddenly the 
boy rushed at 
the girl and 
pushed her. He 
then threw 
himself into 
her go-cart. 
Once, when the 
nurses were off 
guard, he tried 
a surprise at- 
tack and nearly 
upset the bench. His own nurse 
slapped his hand and the child 
struck back. 

This was probably done in fun. 
for both were laughing, and the 
youngster persisted his annoying 
tactics in spite of the nurses’ ef- 
forts to stop him. The little girl’s 
nurse tried to pacify him, but he 
seized her and attempted to swing 
her around. 

Finally the boy threw the go- 
cart against an iron rail. This time 
the nurs( spoke sternly. ‘‘You will 
have to pay for the carriage if you 
break it,’ she said. The youngster 
scrambled to his feet and abruptly 
stopped his antics. Evidently he
